Author Discusses 
Asia in Berkeley 


A keen and informed observer 
of life in Asia, Dr. Han Suyin will 
bring to Berkeley her insights 
as an author and physician when 
she speaks at the Community 
Theater at 8 p.m. tonight. 

Dr. Han is best known as the 
author of *‘Love is a Many Splen- 
dored Thing,’’ which was suc- 
cessful as a film. Her recent 
monumental work, “The Crippled 
Tree’ is: the first of a five-vol- 
ume  biography-history-autobiog- 
raphy of China, of which “‘A Mor- 
tal Flower’’ is the second. 

As a doctor, Han Suyin for the 
past six. years has done research 
on family planning in China. She 
was a recent delegate to the 
world conference of the Family 
Planning Association where she 
lectured, 

Her recent travels in China and 
Southeast Asia give her an in- 
formed viewpoint. She is a gra- 
cious and stimulating speaker 
with an earnest desire for a good 
life for all in a free world,

Northern and Central Calli- 
fornia business will continue to 
grow in 1967, supported by many 
elements of strength in the econ- 
omy, Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company’s annual ‘Market Out- 
look’ forecasts. 

The analysis of data for 
PG&E's 47-county service area 
by its market research depart- 
ment was released by Vern C. 
Redman, vice president-commer- 
cial operations. 

Substantially increased popula- 
tion, ermployment, personal in- 
come and retail sales are antici- 
pated. The survey emphasizes 
the youth and dynamic quality of 
the regional market. It also 
points out that despite the basic 
vitality of the region’s economy, 
unforeseeable naional and inter- 
national developments could at- 
fect its course. 

Mauch Construction 

A continued high rate of com 
mercial and industrial construc- 
tion is cited as a major influence 
on the busines climate. Singled 
out for special review are the 
State Water Project, which will 
bring added water to 500,000 
acres of San Joaquin Valley land 
among other benefits, and the 
San Francisco Bay Area Rapid 
Transit. 

“For the citizens of the three 
far-sighted counties (San Fran- 
cisco, Alameda, Contra Costa), 
BART holds forth the promise of 
Vitalizing the entire Bay Area in 
new directions, spurring tremen- 
dous growth,’’ says the brochure. 

PG&E’s own projected $295 
yillion expansion program for 
the year assures energy for 
growth of the company’s service 
territory, it says. 

Demand for Homes 

Home construction will get off 
to a slow start but 1967 will end 
within 10 per cent of 1966 com- 
pletions, reaching 65,000 new 
dwelling units in pace with de- 
mand, it is estimated. Specula- 
tive building will be limited to 
special situations, 

“The small supply of surplus 
housing continued to be reduced 
last year (1966) and vacancies 
have reached normal levels in 
most areas,’ says the survey, 
which utilizes “grass roots’ data 


obtained by PG&E personnel 
throughout the area. 
Other specific estimates in- 


clude the following: 

1. Population in the 47 counties 
will increase by 240,000 persons 
or 2.7 per cent over 1966, grow- 
ing younger as it grows larger— 
half the people are under age 
28, one out of three is under 21. 
“The importance of youth in the 
market place is more than just 
the weight of numbers. It is also
